or Holland, or any Copper-Coyn, but what is under Our Royal Stamp, to paſs within this Kingdom hereaf. 
ter, or any of Our Subjefts to receive the ſame as Coyn, as they. will be anſwerable : And hereby Autho- 
Tize, and Require all Cuſtomers; Waiters, - ColleCtors and others, To leize upon, and appropriat to their 
own uſe, any of the ſaid Forraign Copper-Coyn, where ever they can find, or diſcover the fame ; Requiring 
all Magiſtrates, Officers and Souldiers of Our Forces, tobe concurring and affiſting hereto, when required.
